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ABERTA’S TIMBER RESOURCES 
MUST BE PROTECTED : 

On the question of conservation the speech made by James’ k. 
Cornwall in the legislature of Alberta is worthy of careful attention 
from every citizen of this province who holds ‘the future to be 
worth considering. ~ ‘i 

Mr. Cornwall speaks the plain unvarnished truth when he says 
that more timber has been destroyed by fire within recent years 
than would have paid the province’s debt and built most of its 
railways. 

Alberta has a timber belt more than four hundred miles from 
north w south and extending from east to west across almost the 
entire width of the province. As it stands today it is worth count- 
less millions. Unprotected, it will be destroyed. The department 
of interior at Ottawa, by failing to protect this timber, is saddling 
posterity with a burden that will be hard to bear and robbing the 
province of one of its greatest sources of wealth. 

One of the greatest arguments in favor of a railway to the north 
is that by connecting with the waterways this timber area will be 
opened up, and the prairie will be given an apportunity to get 
lumber which will not have paid the cost of a haul over the moun- 
tains or from the Lake of ithe Woods. 

Alberta is entitled to have her resources properly conserved and 
Alberta is entitled to have a railway which will open these resources 
to the benefit of the people of the country. 

Alberta has not the power to compel the department of interior to 
conserve the timber of the province, but it has the right to go to the 
dominion with he demand that these resources be turned over to 
the province and it has the right to build the railway ‘herself. 

he railway to the north must be built and the timber of the 
country must be protected from the ravages of fire if this pro- 
vince is to be saved from a situation similar to that which has 
already overtaken many of the eastern states, where a country which 
was no more than a generation ago clothed in the most glorious 
growth of timber which nature could provide is today importing 
lumber at enormous cost from miles beyond the borders of the 
republic. 
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JUSTIFICATION FOR 
ASQUITH 

With an election now only a few days away, ‘the house of lords 
emulates Davy Crockett’s coon; it decides to come down. 

Having furnished every different brand of opposition to its re- 
formation, from straight presumption and contempt for the house 
of commons to whining solicitude for such a cherished institution, 
the lords now offer to reform themselves by reducing the number 
of ‘hereditary peers one half, allowing the appointment of the other 
half from among men who have rendered distinguished public 
service to the nation. 

Aside from tthe fact that inasmuch as that the lords refused 
to allow anyone else to reform them it is scarcel, likely that they 
will do’ much ttoward reforming themselves, the reform suggested 
is one Which will strike Canadians as an unpolished pleasantry. 

Canada ‘has a house appointed in the way in which the peers 
suggest one ‘half of their number should be appointed. In Canada 
it.is called the Senate. Its members have no hereditary claim to 
office and all are supposed to have been appointed on account of 
their distinguished public service. 

When the peers themselves admit that their branch of the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain could be improved by substituting for it 
something like the Canadian senate it becomes pretty clear that the 
determination of the Liberal government to abolish ithe house of 
lords altogther has plenty of justification. 


FPRENCH’'S REPORT ON 
THE MILITIA 

General French, in his report on the Canadian militia, practically 
bears gut all that the critics of the militia system have ‘been con- 
tending for years. ; 

In brief, General French says that the citizen soldiery of Canada 
is composed of men who, taken as individuals, have few equals in 
ihe world, but that the militia as a whole is poorly organized and 
the groups very poorly placed. 

What General French says in this respect is undoubtedly true, 
but there is another point which the general was not asked to repori 
upon, and which the fact that French is himself a soldier pre- 
cludes his ever being able to appreciate. 

The’ point is that Canada is spending more than eight million 
of good money every vear for the maintenance of ‘the militia, while 
other departments which have to do with the nation’s success along 
the paths of peace are starved. 

Canada is a rich nation, growing richer, but one of the greatest 
reasons for her prosperity is the fact that she has not squandered 
her resources in the pursuit of war or the maintenance of a non- 
productive standing army. 

Canada now spends eight per cent. of her revenue on the militia. 
The saine amount of money turned to the department of agriculture 
would accomplish more for the general good of Canada than : 
standing army of a million men.
